these rebuilt and the pike reconstruct- 
ed at the expense of the State,

The expense to the county -will not 


be HO jrreat as might be imagined. The 
county will be entitled to Us pro rata 
share of the apportioned for State aid 
roads for -which the State pays one- 
half, the county one-fourth and the 
township one-fourth. It follows that 
the county can havo roads constructed 
through four different sources at the 
same time, namely: 
the State, 
the 


State aid, the county and the town- 
ship.

engineer will be employed. 
It will 


be his duty to make all necessary sur- 
veys, prepare plans and specifications 
and to assist the Road Supervisors of 
the different townships free of any 
cost to them or to their townships.
